There ean be no 
question but that the beauty of its grain will 
be the same a quarter of a century henee; and, 
although it may pass through one or two 
periods of comparatively unpopalarity, it will 
of necessity be in demand for many purposes. 
The great demand for railroad tfes also en- 
hances its value st present; but we do not 
look upon this demand as likely to last be- 
yond the present gencration,. as it is quite 
possible that some manufactured substitute 
will be adopted before many years, if, indeed, 
railroads themsclyes are no superseded by 
some improved means of travel. At all 
events, we believe it capable of demonstra- | 
tion that it would be much better to raise one 
good crop of chestnut trees on Iand suited for 
the purpose than twenty poor crops of wheat 
or corn on land of the same quality but com- 
paratively unsuited for their culture.”’

WE esteem fall planting much preferable to 
spring planting, because cultivators have 
neually more leisure to plant trees properly, 
and there is not so. much danger from the 
tree starting before transplanting from the 
nursery, as in the burry of the spring scason. 
But we'find still another advantage in the se- 
lection of fruit trees which all willdo well to 
note, . Young trees are. much better than. ofd | 
ones. ‘We would never plant out @ standard 
pear tree over 2 years old; nora dwarf tree 
oyer 2 years old also. Ifany one will observe | 
the usual method of digging 3-year-old trees 
from the nursery, they will find the roots 
greatly mutilated, and fally 3d are lost 
when the tree is at last dug from the ground. 
To counterbalance this loss, the top of the 
tree must be cut back in the same proportion; 
and when this is done there ia little if any 
better stock left than is found in a good 2- 
year-old tree. 
Where a person has the ground in abund- 
ance, and can afford to wait patiently, we 
would recommend 1-year-old trees. We do 
not lose 3 per cent. in transplanting 1-year- 
old trees, while older ones suffer fully twice 
as much. 

We can then cordially commend The Fruit 
Growers’ Creed for setting out young trees : 

1st. Because they cost less. 

2d. The freight is light. 

3a. It is easier to prune the head. 

4th. They will outgrow larger and older 
trees, which have to be cut back when trans- 
planted. 

There is not much gain in planting big 
trees. Eight years ago the writer sct one, 
two, three, and four-ycar-old trees the same 
day, and on the same soil. The very first. 
apples, of course, came from the four-year-old 
trees; but they were few in number, and to- 
day the one and two-ycar-old arc the most 
vizorous, and have borne in the agzregate the 
most fruit. In setting a large orchard the 
one and two-year-old trees I verily believe 
are the most profitable.

They are popu- 
larly called Pigtaits, and do not object-to the 
nickname. They came under @ two-years” 
contract, made through the agency of Mr.. 
Koopmanschap. These laborers reccive $16 
a month, in gold, and their board. They will 
not takea paper cquivalent for their earnings ; 
but demand the coin, which they carry about 
their persons, with no fear of thieves among 
their own numbers. They carry much more 
baggage, cooking utensils, and so forth than 
negro hands; and they sleepin tents, a dozen 
together, along the line of the road. One of

In this primi- 
tive method, until the advent of the railroad, 
was nine-tenths of the business of the terri- 
tory conducted. And even now, in the more 
remote settlements, a majority of all the 
transactions are of this character. 


CRANDERRIES. 
The acid of the cranberry is so decidedly 
benefictal in all bittous affections, by its 
stimulating effects upon the liver, that atten- 
tion to ita culture should be encouraged. 
Oneacre of land suitably prepared will yicld 
two hundred and fifty dollars’ worth of cran- 
berries. There are thousands of neglected 
acres of such land in New Jersey, which are 
admirably adapted to this culture. 
The cranberry plant is a beautiful . ever- 
green and grows tbriftily. It can bekept all, 
winter, and may beso trained to grow from 
flower-pots as to be beautifully ornamental. 
to the parlor and dining-room throngh all 
seasons Of the year. They wit! grow in any 
ordinary room, without special attention ; and 
the berry will remain on the stem until the 
flowering for another crop. It flourishes 
farther north than any other berry, ripening 
on Bushman Island, on the western slope of 
Greentand, in latitude seventy-six.—Hall’s 
Journal of Health. 





WESTERN WOMEN ON THE FARM. 


The Chicago Evening Poet says that during, 
the past harvest seascn in Wisconsin there 
were not less than 20,000 women at work in 
the ficld. They are not only Germans, Irish, 
and Scandinavians, but Yankees; not only 
the poor, but thousands of the fair and intcl- 
ligent classes. When the pinch comes, it is 
common for girls to hang up the ro}ling-pin, 
shut up the piano, and go to the fleld and 
help their fathers. They ride a reaper as 
skillfully as any man; they rake and bind dex- 
terously; they direct the cultivator; they 
run the threshing-machine; they pitch bun- 
dles; inextremo need they cven give their 
arms and ingenuity to that bucolic architect- 
ure, building the load and stack. We know 
a blue-eyed girl in Contral Wisconsin who 
last year sheared forty sheep in a day, and re 
ecived four dollars for it. It was not so un- 
common as to excite any special intcrest in 
the neighborhood. 


NOVEL CHURNING. 


A correspondent of the San Joaquin Valley 
(Cal.) Argus gives the following new method 
of making butter, practiced at a rancho in 
Mendocino County: ‘* While stopping at the 
farm, I witnesscd a most-novel and to me 
new method of making butter. While giving 
directions how to do it, my hostess detected 
my thoughts in my face—seeing is believing.

Nineteen years ago, in 1851, the total 
rallway mileage of the country amounted 
to but 8,876 miles, the earnings of which 
from passengers for that year were $19,- 
274,254, and from freight $20,192,104, 
making a total of $£39,466,358. The entire 
tonnage of all these roads was about 
5,009,000 tons, or equal to 416 pounds per 
head of the whole population of the 
United States. The value of this tonnage 
was set down et $750,000,000. 7 
In 1909, eighteen years afterward, the 
tonnage of alk eurrailroads exceeded. 100,- 
060,600 tons, being more than twenty times 
as great as in. 1854; and the earnings of 
he ronds from this source amounted to 
about $300,000,009, or about fifteen times 
as much as in 1851. The value of the 
tonnage transported by railways in 1869 is 
$19,260,000,000, which is more than four 
times as much as the amount of our na- 
tional debt. The average tonnage per 
mite of railway was about 2,500 tons. If 
we assume that the railroads constructed 
in 1869 are equal to 5,000 miles of line, and 
in a single year carry only one-half of this 
avernre, then the gross amount of their 
tonnage for one year would be 6,250,000 
tons, the estimated value of which would 
be about $937,500,000. This value would 
he nearly equal to one-half of our public 
eht. 
. The construction of railroads, leading to 
the creation of a vast inland commerce, 
which otherwise would have no existence, 
has also led to an immense reduction in 
the cost of transportation. The expense 
of carrying Indian corn and wheat by 
common highways is about 20 cents 
per ton for each mile. At such 
a cost of transportation these cereals 
would have no market value beyond 
circles whose radii are 125 and 250 
miles respectively. Neither of them would 
pay the expense of being carried from 
Buffalo to Albany. ‘Yet they can be trans- 
ported upon railroads at the cost of one 
cent anda quarter per ton for each mile ; and 
this gives them a marketable value within 
acircle whose radi are 1,600 and 3,200 
miles respectively. The superficial area of 
a circle with a radius of 125 miles is 49,087 
square miles, while that of one with a 
radius of 1,600 miles is 8,042,406 square 
miles. This vast difference between the 
two methods of transportation simply 
measures the value of our modern agencies 
for locomotion, and the results secured 
thereby, as compared with those that were 
formerly used. Railways have tapped the 
whole country, and brought all parts of it 
within available reach of our great Atlantic 
markets. The rapid growth of the West- 
ern States is largely due to this fact. 
The lands throngh which these roads 
pass have risen in value from 300 te 2,000 
per Cent. as the consequence of the facility

THANKSGIVING. 


BY ALEXANDER YOUNG. 


Tue recurrence of this time-honored oc- 
casion under circumstances which invest 
fia observance with special and weighty 
significance makes a consideration of its 
origin, influence, and associations pecu- 
liarly appropriate to-day. Originally in- 
stituted by the Pilerim Fathers of New 
England, in commemoration of the mercies 
of Providence in favoring them with an 
abundant harvest in the first year of their 
settlement, and for a long time observed 
only by the states of the Northeast, it has 
now become a national festival. If it has 
lost something of the grateful flavor which 
ft posses:ed when holidays were few and 
the means of enjoying them limited, it hus 
gained a new significance by a broader 
recognition of its principles and aims (once 
confined within the narrow limits of the 
Plymouth Colony), now coextensive with 
the republic. 

The first Thankegiving festival is de- 
wrihed ina letter dated December 11th, 
1620, from Edward Winslow, one of that 
honored company who sizned the memor- 
able compact in the cabin of the May- 
flower, to a “Loving and Old Friend,” 
supposed by the lenrned author of the 
“ Chronicles of the Pilyrims” to be George 
Morton, a worthy inhabitant of Plymouth 
Colony, who married a sister of Governor 
Bradford. Although the settlers had ex- 

im perienced terrible anfferings on that rock- 
bound coast, and their little band was deci- 
mated by disease, yet, grateful for the 
blessings which had briehtened their lot, 
they resolved to set apart atime of thanks- 
giving to their All-wise Benefactor. They 
were especially thankful for their plentiful 
harvest ; and after it was gathered Gov. 
Bradford sent out four men to hunt for 
fowl, with which to celebrate their feast, 
who killed enough to last the company al- 
most a week. 

in those days there were no rennions of 
families from all parts of the country ; for 
R was then a gloomy wilderness, inhabited 
by Indians and wild beasts, and the ocean 

Separated them from their early homes, so 
that this delizhtful element of our enjoy- 
ment of the day was wanting to the first 
Thanksciving. But there were welcome 
Guests at the harvest festival. The Indian 
tachem Massnsoft, chicf of the Wampan- 
tags, visited them with some nincty men, 
and was received with genuine New En- 
gland hospitality, being entertained and 
feasted for three days. The Indians con- 
tributed five deer which they killed to the 
stock of provisions, as presents to the 
Governor, Captain Miles Standish, and 
thers, Times have chanzed since the 
ted min was a welcome guest at the first 
Thanksgiving feast in this country. It 
would be hard to recognize in the few 
pany half-breeds who eke out a scanty 
mbsistence by selling bead baga and 
“icker baskets to the successors of the 
Pilgrims the descendants of the once 
powerful tribes of whom Massasoit was 
a honored representative. Happy would 
it be for the credit of onr government 
had it rerul:ted its treatment of the In-
